relief of Omaruru, February 4, from I 
which it appears Uirtt both sides: 

When 
the garrison of Omaruru heard the 
firing of artillery of the relief corps 
twenty-five of the beleaguered force 
made a sortie against the enemy, who 
held a natural fortification consisting 
of a line of cliff-like projecting rocks. 


"Tlie Hcreros, attacked in front and 


rear," says r>r Moellennof, "held their 
ground 
with 
marvelous 
tenacity. 


When the Germans rushed among 
ihetn many of the Hereros crept into 
crevives in the rocks, where they were 
bayonetted. 


•'Lieutenant Von Koellwarth 
re- 


ceived a mortal wound from a. Hereto 
22 paces distant and a German caval- 
ryman searching among the rocks for 
wounded men was killed at a few 
paces range. 


"After being driven from this posi- 


tion, the Hereros took up a new one, 
contesting the ground inch by inch 
and leaving a number of dead at every 
rallying point. 
After the

flying was over the enemy fired at the 


German wounded from neighboring 
bushes and the surgeon dressed the 
wounds while bullets were whizzing 
in the air. The Hereros lost about a 
hundred killed or wounded, of their 
approximate total of 600 men.

quarter century ago was 621,000, of

•whites. The Pprto Rlcan negro is not 
so much black as brown, being a mix- 
ture of African and Spanish. Shortly 
after the occupation of the island by 
Spain under Ponce de Leon an insur- 
rection'among the original Indian na 
lives caused them to be substantially 
eradicstsi and African oteres intro- 
duced in their place. These inter- 
married 'nrrh their ounerb and the 
icsultlng Porto Ricans have the activ- 
ity and cleanliness of the Spaniard 
They are the cleanliest black people 
met ia all the world, and owing to tbe 
stimulating climate of their 
home,

and good satured. and in the main 
very friendly toward the Americans 
The exceptions are found principally 
among the higher class, who, under

Labor is forty cents per 
day for men, snd ten cents for grown 
boys, and is all \ery competent and 
docile Mr Samuel P Gompers, pros!

Coamo, going down to attempt to or- 
ganize the Porto Rican laborers. He 
was enthusiastically Deceived at San 
Juan by labor leaders and press, and 
had an extensive itinerary published, 
Whate\ er is done in the organizing of 
tbe laborers in the island must evi 
dently be done ia the cities. In the 
country the people live principally as 
squatters ttpoa the land of employers, 
^ho have only to compel them to 
vacate to leave them without support 
or home, for few of the laborers have 
enough to support them a week with 
oat work They live upon rice, beans, 
cassava, sweet potatoes, bananas and 
meal, with meat, pUncipally poultry 
or pork, oat:e or twice a week. Their

Tbe Porto Ricana have been sub- 


jected to * censure upon their manner 
of living which is partly at least tbe 
reiult at th«r circumstances. They 
were compelled to pay a charge of f30 
for the ceremony of marrlafe, and 
that being more than many possessed 
for years together, they dispensed 
with Che marriage ceremony, 
and 


bare not stopped at one union without 
it, but in some cases a man has been 
known to have five wives, all living 
together in one hut. Courts, schools 
and churchea are doing all in their 
power to correct the domestic errors, 
and are maxlng deep Impression upon 
tbe minds of the people. In the four 
years that the Presbyterian missions 
hare been established in Porto Rico, 
they have gathered fifteen hundred 
scholars into the Sunday school, and 
one thousand communicants into the 
churches, and have planted in the 
minds of these persons a much higher 
idea of morals than they have ever 
had. The people are desirous of bet- 
tering thefr condition and ba^ossirtg 
menjbers of the church, and are told 
that in order to do so they must re- 
nounce their former custom 
and 


marry. The result is that persons are 
coming at eighty years of age So have 
the marriage relation consummated. 
The courts are having a more difficult 
experience. In criminal cases, where 
the charge is not less than felony, a 
jury trial is permitted, and conviction 
of the Porto Rlcan upon the charge of 
polygamy, amnng others, by a jury of 
his peers, U proving difficult to secure. 
The people aside from those whose 
consciences have been stirred in the 
missions, cannot understand why they 
should not have several wives if they 
can support them, and 
why they 


should pay but twenty cents per gal- 
lon to make their rum from sugar 
cane and eighty cents per gallon tax 
upon it, and make courts and revenue 
officers any amount of trouble. 
Ob- 


servation revealed almost no public 
intoxication, I saw only one person 
under the influence of drinU during 
my stay, and that a man simply un- 
steady in his walk 


In judging die Porto 
Ricans, It 


should be remembered that they were 
slaves until 1873, being compelled to 
labor for nothing wille supporting 
themselves. They have bad little op 
portunity for self-elevation. They are 
unprincipled in trade by a sort o£ 
racial instinct, and never expect to 
tell the truth, at first, as to the value 
of an article they are offering for sale. 
Tie bystanders look with contempt 
ipon a purchaser who gives tbe first 
price asked to a dealer 
But the 


iarger stores arc the very opposite :n 
leliahilit}, and can be trusted to fill 
orders by mail as implicity as ia any 
American city establishment. 
The 


dealers as well as the people are tak 
ing Americans for their models and 
wo copying Americans in tirade and 
Ircss. Tho island police look very 
familiar iu the khaki uniform. 
But 


it seems strange to see the rank of an 
jfflcer spelled out in black letters up- 
m hit. shoulder straps. It is another 
ueans of familiarizing the Porto Ri- 
"ans with the English language, and 
to impress him with, the dignity of 
American authority. 
When lie be- 


comes an American officer be can no 
longer go barefooted 
or have his 


children run about naked without 
censure that will make itself felt 


As to the political future of the 


Porto Ricaa, it would seojn as if ft 
must be a long time before he- can 
be trusted to govern himself or his 
island bo ready for admission to state- 
hood in the American republic. Those 
in charge are much encouraged by his 
i>rogres!s during the short time of his 
opportunity Before the American oc- 
cupation all Porto Rican laws were 
enacted in Spain and executed by a 
governor general appointed by the 
Spanish king, and the Porto Rican 
atids it difficult to realize that there 
•an be any laws save those imposed 
upon hin> ty others. Eighty per cent 
jf the people were illiterate when the 
Americans took possession and sum- 
moned them to elect their own legisla- 
ture and make their own laws. Tho 
first sixty days session of that legisla- 
ture were days of trial and little pro- 
gress. 
Only the simplest and mos>t 


necessary measures were Introduced, 
but before nine months of tbe new 
government's administration had ex- 
pired, a very encouraging change had 
taken place.

Wm E. Hitter, professor of zoology at 
the University of California, ias just 
returned from * voyage oa the steam- 
er Albatross; having been e=sssc3 
for the last movth in collecting speci- 
mens of sea life for scientific re-search 
The entire month was spent in sonnd- 
ing and dredging the ocean off San 
Diego, Although most of the work 
was carried on about Point Loom La 
Jolta, and Catalina Islands. 
Some 


dredging was done about 240 miles 
off Point Conception, ihis being the 
farthest the steamer sailed from '»«"< 
Here the abyssmal depths begin, the 
soundings ranging- anywhere from. 10,- 
000 to li.OM feet 


"It wss In tbew great depths that 


we found the moat interesting speci- 
mens of se* life," said Prof. Hitter. 


"There is an abundance of life there 


and it is surprising the gorgeous col- 
ore the inhabitants wear. The range 
of color is AaicHJlstmg. 
The pre- 


dominating life at the great depths Is 
the star fish and the sea-urchin. The 
sea-urchin Is most abundant in indi- 
viduals and kinds." 
Samples of the 


bottom were taken by the expedition 
at all places, and science will be in- 
terested to know that bitumen was 
found in large Quantities at the great 
depths..
